At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  2 cases  of  pulmonary  and 
2 cases  of  non-pulmonary  Tuberc\fLosis,  making  a total  of  4 cases  on  the 
register.  During  the  year  three  cases  were  added  and  one  removed  from 
the  register. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  6 cases  remained,  comprising  3 cases  of 
pulmonary  and  3 cases  of  non-pulmonary.
